Study Ov er Year 
The study , covering more than 
a y ear and made by a commission 
headed by Charles R Hook, steel 
corporation executive, is intended 
as the basis for legislative recom­ 
mendations by the national mili­ 
tary establishment to Congress. It 
covered the armed forces—army , 
navy , marine and air—the uni­ 
formed 
personnel of the coast 
guard, the publir* health service 
and the coast and geodetic sur­ 
vey . 
In general, the report used the 
army as an example in presenting 
its studies and recommendations. 
The commission -said that, “so 
far as practicable,” pay and other 
compensation should be compar­ 
able with similar civilian jobs. 
But it said it had not carried 
this plan into the higher brackets 
because it “recognizes the danger 
to the nation of attracting to the 
service those men whose prime 
motivation in life is personal gain 
rather than public service.” 
“There are dangers in develop­ 
ing a favored milttbry class,” it 
said.

Christmas is here again, with its special appeal 
to each oi u s. 
this is not a day tor mere ieasting 
and merry-making. 
The real drama oi Christmas 
lies in the heart; in the inspiration it gives to imitate 
the Prince of Peace, Whose birthday is being com­ 
memorated everywhere on earth. 
Once, as children, we loved Christmas becau se 
of its excitement and glamor. 
It was a time for 
planning gifts, and, best of all, for receiving gifts.

Joy 
becau se it is a commemoration and proof of God's 
love, and sorrow becau se the Prince of Peace still 
cries ou t in vain to men who will not hear. 
Pilgrims will stand today in the very place where 
the Child lay awaiting the shepherds. 
Bu t there is 
no peace ou tside the great shrine at Bethlehem. There 
is war in the land of Christ. 
There is war in China. 
In Eu rope there is the threat and the fear of war. 
In many cou ntries, fear, desolation and su ffering are 
widespread. Christ comes, bu t His enemies are be­ 
fore Him—the Herods who wou ld bring corru ption 
to His crib. 
Nevertheless, there is always the promise and 
the hope. 
There will be worthy shelters for the 
Child today in many good, pu re hearts. 
The ene­ 
mies who wou ld slay the New-born are legion. Bu t 
su rely there is a greater legion of faithfu l believers 
who remember Bethlehem, where redemption was 
pu rchased; Nazareth, where the Child grew in grace: 
and Calvary, where men were tau ght the meaning 
and the power of love. 
Bethlehem and Calvary are always close to­ 
gether. 
They were the places of Christ's su preme 
manifestations. 
They remain as svmbols of the en- 
du iing miracle of Christianity. They are signposts 
foi those who never grow dismayed, who will never 
be withou t consolation even in the darkest hou rs. 
Today we think of Bethlehem and rejoice becau se 
Christmas is forever.

WASHINGTON—(/P)—Remem­ 
ber Dr. Edward U. Co ndo n, the 
ato mic scientist who g o t bushels 
o f headlines in 19 48? 
He ex plo ded o n the fro nt pag es 
when the Ho use un-American Ac­ 
tiv ities co mmittee pelted him with 
accusatio ns. 
Co ndo n denied them. 
His lo y ­ 
alty has been checked and o kay ed 
by the FBI, the co mmerce depart­ 
ment, and the ato mic energ y co m­ 
missio n. 
The co mmittee has pro v ed no th­ 
ing wro ng ag ainst him. 
It talked 
repeatedly o f ho lding public hear­ 
ing s where he co uld defend him­ 
self. 
It nev er did ho ld the hearing s. 
No w at y ear’s end a co mmittee 
member admits Co ndo n g o t an 
“ unfair” deal. 
So the sto ry which beg an with 
a bang seems to be ending in a 
whisper. 
Tho mas Led Attack 
The attack o n Tho mas was led 
by J . Parnell Tho mas, New J ersey 
Republican and chairman o f the 
un-American activ ities co mmittee. 
But Tho mas has been silent and 
absent fro m the co mmittee since 
he was indicted last No v ember by 
a Federal g rand jury o n charg es 
o f try ing to pad his o ffice pay ro ll 
with g o v ernment mo ney . 
Putting the pieces to g ether, the 
sto ry g o es like this: 
Co ndo n, 
no w 
46 
y ears 
o ld, 
wo rked o n the ato mic bo nd during 
the war. 
In 19 45 President Tru­ 
man made him directo r o f the U. 
S. bureau o f standards. 
That bureau, which do es scien­ 
tific wo rk fo r the g o v ernment, is 
part o f the co mmerce department. 
Co ndo n’s bo ss is the secretary o f 
co mmerce. 
F.B.I. Checked Co ndo n 
In 19 47 the F.B.I. checked o n 
Co ndo n, talking with mo re than 
300 peo ple to find o ut whether 
he was lo y al and trustwo rthy . 
J . Edg ar Ho o v er, F.B.I. bo ss, 
sent a repo rt o n Co ndo n to W. 
Av erell Harriman, then secretary 
o f 
co mmerce. 
The 
repo rt, 
o f 
co urse, w^as co nfidential. 
Ho o v er’s letter said a number 
o f thing s, but these two in par­ 
ticular: 
1. Co ndo n had been in co ntact 
with a perso n alleg ed to hav e been 
a Russian spy . 
2. But there was no ev idence 
Co ndo n had been dislo y al in asso ­ 
ciating with that indiv idual. 
In February , 
19 48, 
the co m­ 
merce department made its o wn 
check o n Co ndo n’s 
lo y alty 
and 
fo und him o kay . 
It kept the re­ 
po rt co nfidential as similar re­ 
po rts are kept quiet. 
Made Public Its Repo rt 
Suddenly , o n March 1. a sub­ 
co mmittee o f Chairman Tho mas’ 
co mmittee made public a repo rt 
o f its o wn. 
Tho mas was chair­ 
man o f the subco mmittee, to o . 
It accused Co ndo n o f being “ o ne

o f the weakest links in o ur ato mic 
security ; and it said he “ kno wing ly 
o r unkno wing ly entertained and 
asso ciated with perso ns who are 
alleg ed” So v iet spies. 
To back up its charg es, the co m­ 
mittee made public the No . 1 part 
o f FBI Ho o v er’s letter, mentio ned 
abo v e. 
But it said no thing abo ut 
the No . 2 part which said Co ndo n 
apparently hadn’t been dislo y al in 
asso ciating with the alleg ed spy . 
This part came o ut later. 
Then the co mmerce department 
rev ealed the check it had made o n 
Co ndo n and that he 
had 
been 
fo und all rig ht. 
Weeks o f Arg ument 
Fo llo wed weeks o f arg ument. 
Tho mas’ co mmittee wanted that 
co mmerce department repo rt. The 
department refused, o n the g ro und 
that the repo rt was co nfidential. 
Mr. Truman stepped in and to ld 
the co mmittee flatly it co uldn’t 
g et the repo rt. 
That’s as far as the case ev er 
went, ex cept fo r these thing s: 
Co ndo n said he was “ co mpletely 
reliable” and hadn’t “ kno wing ly 
asso ciated with a Russian spy . 
Squads o f scientists came to 
Co ndo n’s defense and deno unced 
the co mmittee 
fo r 
co ndemning 
and “ smearing ” a man witho ut 
first g iv ing him a chance to defend 
himself. 
Went On Fo r Mo nth* 
Co ndo n had been g iv en no hear­ 
ing befo re the co mmittee o pened 
up o n him. 
He asked fo r o ne, 
when the accusatio ns were made. 
Fro m time to time the co mmittee 
talked o f ho lding such a hearing , 
but it didn’t. 
All this went o n fo r mo nths. 
In J uly the ato mic energ y co m­ 
missio n said it had checked o n 
Co ndo n's lo y alty and fo und him 
all rig ht. 
Still no thing happened. 
Co n­ 
do n g o t no hearing . 
Then o v er 
the week-end, Rep. Nix o n, Cali­ 
fo rnia Republican member o f the 
Tho mas co mmittee, said the co m­ 
mittee had been “ unfair” to Co n­ 
do n. 
And to day . Rep. Mundt, So uth 
Dako ta 
Republican 
and 
acting 
chairman o f the co mmittee, said 
so me chang es sho uld be made in 
the co mmittee’s metho ds. Fo r ex ­ 
ample: That a man sho uld be g iv ­ 
en a chance to defend himself.

This theo ry is tha t these 
g ia nts a ctua lly were ma n’s 
remo te a ncesto rs. 
The theo ry o f gian ts has stro n g 
emo tio n al ap p eal. 
No less emin en t a scien tist an d 
ex p lo rer than Ro y Chan man An ­ 
d rews, fo rmer head o f the Ameri­ 
can Mu seu m o f Natu ral Histo ry , 
o n ce wro te:

must ha v e so me ba sis in fa ct

Remember Jack the Gian t Killer, 
md the mo n ster men o f Greek 
an d Germ.an fo lk lo re- 
It has been said that the bad 
o ld can n ibalistic Nean d erthal man 
o f Eu ro n e, who d isap p eared o n ly 
abo u t 3 0,000 y ears 
ago , 
might 
hav e been the k ern el o f tru th 
in the legen d s o f o gres an d gian ts 
Bu t whether an y fo lk lo re co u ld 
carry o n fo r half a millio n y ears 
o r mo re, the memo ry o f a gian t 
is so methin g else again . It isn ’t 
k n o wn

whether

co u ld talk . 
There’s no do ubt a t a ll tha t 
the g ia nts ex isted. But sho uld 
they be bla zo ned o n ma n­ 
kind’s co a t o f a rms, o r do 
they represent merely a dea d 
bra nch o n the fa mily tree? 
The sto ry o f the d isco v eries 
themselv es is as fascin atin g as 
Dr. Weid en reich’s startlin g the­ 
o ry . 
It starts in the last cen tu ry 
with an eccen tric Du tchman n am­ 
ed Du bo is who wen t to Jav a to 
fin d an an cien t man merely o n a 
hu n ch—an d fo u n d him! 
His fin d was the classic ap e 
man —a ty p e mo re p rimitiv e than 


ty pes fo rmed a line fro m ma n^ 
ba ck to the a g e o f a pes. 
“ I believ e,” he pro no unced, 
“ tha t a ll these fo rms ha v e to 
be ra ng ed in the huma n line 
a nd tha t the huma n line lea ds 
ba ck to g ia nts, the fa rther 
ba ck it is tra ced. In o ther 
wo rds, the g ia nts ma y be di­ 
rectly a ncestra l to ma n.” 
Thu s he rev ersed the field o f 
scien tific thin k in g that p y gmies, 
o r at least u n d ersized ap e men , 
sired the hu man race. 
As with man y scien tific theo ­ 
ries, there is p len ty o f ro o m fo r 
sk ep ticism. With all d u e resp ect 
to Dr. Weid en reich 
(who d ied 
o n ly this y ear), o ther scien tists 
had reserv atio n s. Fo r o n e thin g 
they tho u ght a scan t millio n y ears 
o r so to o sho rt a time fo r the 
ev o lu tio n o f man fro m gian ts. 
No w the So u th African d isco v ­ 
eries ad d a n ew bit to the p atch­ 
wo rk p ictu re. In So u th Africa, 
to o , there hav e been fin d s o f an ­ 
cien t ap e men . The African gian t 
seems to hav e liv ed in ro u ghjy 
the same p erio d s as his Asian 
co u n terp arts. 
It’s a to ssup whether these 
a ncient fo rms sho uld be cla s­ 
sified a s men o r a pes. They 
co mbined fea tures o f bo th. 
The o nly certa inty is tha t be- 
nea tli the ro cks o f Ja v a a nd 
♦ China a nd Africa , a nd who 
kno ws where else, lie still 
mo re ex citing disco v eries. 
As Weid en reich said , all that is 
req u ired is time an d mo n ey an d 
o p p o rtu n ity fo r mo re sp arewo rk .

It p ro v ed a v eritable 
min e fo r bo i'v es o f an cien t men 
Amo n g them Ko en igswald sp o t­ 
ted a jaw lik e that o f the ap e 
man bu t so mu ch bigger an d 
to u gher that scien tists ev en tu ally 
su rn amed it “Ro bu stu s.” 
Just befo re Pea rl Ha rbo r, 
v o n Ko enig swa ld fo und in

g ia nt ja w, with three teeth 
still in pla ce. This wa s the 
mo st sensa tio na l thing y et. 
The 
Germa n 
scientist wa s 
ca ug ht behind the wa r’s iro n 
curta in a nd spent time in 
a co ncentra tio n ca mp. But no t 
befo re he ha d co mmunica ted 
his disco v eries to Dr. Wei­ 
denreich, who g o t a wa y sa fe­ 
ly to America with descrip­ 
tio n a nd ca sts o f the prev io us 
fra g ments. 
The Jav a gian t had a jaw twic; 
as large as a go rilla, Weid en reich 
figu red . The go rilla is o n ly as 
tall as a man , bu t weighs u p to 
5 00 p o u n d s. Whether the gian t 
was taller o r merely bro ad er will 
hav e to wait o n fu rther d isco v ­ 
eries. 
This p u t Weid en reich in min d

We sit in a restaurant—Jose Fer­ 
rer and I—worlds apart. 
I ha\ en t seen our Barry more 
of the show shops since the first 
y ear of the war.

smiles. 
The best he can summon 
when the waiter places a goiaen 
omelet before him is an unemo­ 
tional grunt. 
Yet, strike me blind, this y oung 
man has the world by the tail— 
money , fame, adulation. 
By all 
the rules he should be draped in 
sunshine and laughter. That’s the 
way it is when the critics single 
y ou out as the best in the busi­ 
ness. 
That’s what they did to 
Jose Ferrer after his recent Broad­ 
way opening in “ The Silv er Whis­ 
tle.” 
For 
ex ample, 
Veteran 
Critic 
Brooke 
Atkinson 
of 
the N. Y. 
Times said: 
“ Mr. Ferrer is the most able, 
and the most stimulating, and the 
most v ersatile actor of his genera­ 
tion.” 
Mantle Looked Good 
Now, it takes 
powerful 
stage 
medicine to pry words like these 
from our critics. 
“ 1 hav e been through all this 
before,” Ferrer said slowly . 
“ I 
was a‘great’ actor in Cy rano De 
Bergeras. They said I was try ing 
on for size the mantle of Booth, 
Mansfield and Barry more. On me, 
t h e y added, the mantle looked 
good. 
“ Now, when I read that I am a 
great actor, 1 remernoei ih 
has been only six short months 
since I reached the absolute bot­ 
tom. 
I was run down in health. 
I didn’t hav e any money . 
“ One day last June I went to a 
city center for a rehearsal and 
found Paul Crabtree, a director, 
waiting for me in the street. ‘The 
Guild (Theater Guild) wants y ou 
to read this script,” he said. 
A Good Story 
“ I took it upstairs and read it. 
I called the Guild and said it was 
good. Two months later we were 
in Connecticut for rehearsals. We 
opened at Westport and we were 
a flop. 
The critics panned us. 
But the longer we play ed the bet­ 
ter business got. 
So we brought 
it to Broadway . 
“ After that 
first night’s per­ 
formance I went home. 
At 2:3 0 
a. m. I was in the kitchen mix ing 
a cup of chocolate milk. 
Then 
our company manager came tear­ 
ing down the street in a cab. 
He 
burst through 
the door cry ing, 
T v e got ’em. I’v e got ’em—the 
papers.’ ” 
Ferrer said “ only an idiot goes 
around conceited 
after 
reading 
what those rev iews said. 
It isn’t 
so much what they mean now— 
it’s what they make possible.” 
Wears Good Clothes 
Ferrer as usual is dressed in 
good clothes 
that fit him badly , 
and somehow 
his sloppy posture 
i* unchanged after twice being 
struck by theatrical lightning. 
With v ery little modesty at his 
disposal, he is also without arro­ 
gance of v ainglory . 
I really be­ 
liev e he is, outwardly at least, the 
least emotional man I hav e ev er 
seen. 
I asked: 
“ Who 
recommended 
y ou to the Guild? 
How did they 
•ome to call y ou? ” 
He thought that one ov er for a 
moment. 
“ Probably ,” 
he 
replied, “ be­ 
cause the people they wanted they 
couldn’t get.” 
Jose Vincente 
Ferrer Y. Clin- 
tron has arriv ed in the theater by 
dev ious way s. 
Born in Puerto 
Rico, he came to New York at the 
age of six , attended sev eral schools 
in town, and entered Princeton 
as an architectui'al student.

became acquainted 
with the Triangle Club, and began 
a quest that has led him to the 
peaks and depressions of theatri­ 
cal success.

sity ’s Medical school: and Pro­ 
cessor Jean Betzner of Teachers 
| College, Columbia Univ ersity . 
According to Dr. Gesell, “ ov er 
half of the pediatrician’s time is 
dev oted to the care of well chil­ 
dren. This superv ision is steadily 
broadening to include mental as 
well as phy sical welfare . . . It is 
safe to predict that in 19 4 9 this 
‘-ame trend will grow stronger 
and take the form of more sy s­ 
tematic superv ision of child de­ 
v elopment 
through 
parent 
and 
~hild guidance and through fam -! 
ily counseling.” 
Dr. Bakwin adds: 
“ There is also a growing real­ 
ization of the need for indiv idual­ 
izing child care. The phy sician’s!
